SENATE INQUIRY BACKS IMPORT QUOTA 


Strong support was given to the imposition of import quotas on 
apparel and textiles by the new report of the Pastore Subcommittee 
ot the Senate Interstate Commerce Committee this week. It came 
in the immediate wake of a report from Tokyo that the Japanese 
Government was considering a reduction in the limit of sweater 
exports to the United States. Sen. Pastore, Democrat of Rhode 
Island, has headed the inquiry. 

Both of these developments, while not directly related to one 
another, are viewed as arising from the aggravated difficulties 
created by imports in soft goods during the past year, the Pastore 
Report being prompted by numerous complaints throughout the 
textile and apparel field, and the Japanese announcement follow- 
ing a serious excess of Japanese sweaters in the American market 
in 1960. 

In recommending quotas the new Pastore Report was far 
stronger than it had been in 1959, when it presented its first report. 
Its position is clear-cut and calls explicitly for mandatory import 
quotas on textiles and apparel. It asks that these quotas be estab- 
lished by country and category. It specifically declares that volun- 
tary quotas instituted by other nations will not solve the problem

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Swimwe: 


Knitting Industry Primer 


Circular Outerwear Yardgoods—Part 3

THE return of the knitted swim suit to the fashion spotlight has 
created boom demand for circular-knit elasticized fabrics. Last year 
knitted swimwear represented about 25 per cent of all swim suit 
production. One authority has estimated that this coming summer knit 
swim suit output will go as high as 40 percent of aggregate output. 


Knitted swimwear fabrics can 
be produced on either singie 
cylinder spring beard or latch 
needie machines or cylinder and 
dial machines. The important re- 
quirement is that the machine be 
equipped with some provision 
for even feeding of the elastic 
yarn to the knitting elements. 
fhe elastic yarn is incorporated 
into the fabric in two basic ways 
— laying-in or knitting-in. In 
the laying-in method the yarn 
is incorporated between loops at 
predetermined courses; in knit- 
ting-in, the elastic is actually 
knitted in loop formation in the 
same manner as the body yarn. 

The advantage of the latter 
method is that the elastic is 
firmly anchored in the fabric, 
whereas in the laying-in method 
there is always the chance that 
the elastic will unravel or slip 
out of the fabric after cutting. 
But despite this drawback, the 
speed with which laying-in can 
be accomplished makes it a far 
more economical method. It is 
for this reason that it is predom- 
inantly employed in the knitting 
of elastic swimwear fabrics. 

Fibers Used 

Ground yarn fibers used in 
swimwear fabrics run the gamut 
of natural and synthetic fibers. 
Wool was the kingpin fiber in 
swimwear many years ago. Al- 
though it is still used, it ranks 
far below cotton, such spun syn- 
thetics as Orlon and the filament 
acetates, especially the solution- 
dyed types. Textured filament 
nylon yarns of the stretch rather 
than the bulk type are also ex- 
tensively consumed in the manu- 
facture of swimwear fabrics. 

The elastic property of swim- 
wear fabrics is achieved by the 
use of covered cut or extruded 
rubber or the new synthetic 
polyurethane elastomers such as 
Vyrene and Lycra. The latter are 
still relatively new; at present the 
natural rubber yarns are incorpo- 
rated in almost 90 per cent of 
the knitted swim suits sold. 

Except that provision must be 
used for uniform feeding of the 


elastic component, knitting of 
swimwear tabrics is done in 
virtually the same way as other 
types of circular-knit outerwear 
yardgoods. Knitting may be from 
dyed or grey yarn, depending on 
whether the fabric is to be solid 
color or striped or patterned. On 
the whole, the operation is a 
pretty straight-forward one. 

It is in the area of finishing ot 
knitted elastic swimwear fabric, 
however, that difficulties may 
arise. These stem largely from 
failure to frame, steam and con- 
dition the fabric uniformly. The 
cycle of production following 
knitting is enumerated in Table 

Finishing Steps 

In most mills, knitted elasti- 
cized fabric for swimwear is 
framed, steamed and conditioned 
on a continuous basis on a swim 
suit framing machine developed 
by Tubular Textile Machinery 
Corp. of Woodside, L. I. 

The elasticized swim suit fab- 
ric framing machine can handle 


fabric of any fiber ingredient 
containing Lastex or other rub- 
ber yarn providing it is in tubular 
form. 

In operation, the machine 
frames the elasticized swim suit 
fabric to uniform width, pre- 
shrinks the material where nec- 
essary, and assures the produc- 


tion of fabric with straight 
course lines and, where the 
fabric contains stripes or a 


pattern, no bowing, arcing or 
rainbowing of the stripe or 
pattern lines. 
Method of Operation 

The unit is equipped with a 
spreader mechanism consisting 
of two dual propellers with an 
adjustable bar between for set- 
ting the width of the fabric. 
These dual propellers, drive the 
fabric internally and permit it 
to be overfed to the steaming 
area. Shrinkage is claimed to 
result from the combination of 
overfeeding and steaming. 

Where relaxation of the fabric 
both lengthwise and widthwise is 
required, the machine can be 
equipped with a special spreader 
which feeds the fabric loosely to 
a conveyor. The unformed fab- 
ric can then be steamed to shrink 
the cloth in both length and 
width.

Steam is supplied from four 
steam boxes, two hitting the 
fabric from the top and two 
from the bottom. Each box is 
equipped with two steam jets. 
Thus four jets of steam are im- 
pringed on the fabric from the 
top and bottom banks. 

The unit can be equipped 
with a power driven slitting de- 
vice for cutting the fabric after 
it is steamed. The slitting knife 
is located behind the steam box 
and slits the fabric at one side. 

At the delivery end of the 
machine a folding mechanism 
plaits the fabric in desired folds 
preparatory for movement to the 
cutting department. 

To assure proper condition- 
ing of the fabric after steaming, 
airblowers are employed to cool 
the cloth and remove excess 
moisture. Air blowing is a com- 
pletely automatic operation and 
follows immediately after steam- 


ing. 


Laminated 
Knit Fabric 
An increasing quantity of cir- 
cular knit cotton and synthetic 
fiber jersey fabrics are being sub- 
jected to still additional process- 
ing as a result of the development 
of techniques for laminating 
materials to polyurethane 
foam. The laminated knits within 
the last year have become one of 
the real bright spots in the knitted 
yardgoods business. There are no 
ligures available on just how 
much circular knit outerwear 
yatdgoods is being laminated to 
urethane foam. However, some 
market authorities place the vol- 
ume as high as 3,000,000 linear 
yards, 
Urethan 


foam is a feather- 
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weight, cellular, rubber-like ma- 
terial produced from the re- 
action of di-isocynate with res- 
ins of either the polyester or 
polyether class. The polyester 
resins are the most desirable for 
the production of urethane foam 
to be laminated to knitted and 
woven materials. 

Development of the technique 
of welding knitted yardgoods to 
urethane foam has opened up a 
whole range of new end-uses for 
knitted yardgoods. With lami- 
nated knitted fabrics it is now 
possible to employ cloth off any 
type of knitting machine as the 
outer shell instead of the inner 
lining of car coats, heavier out- 
erwear garments, dress coats and 
similar types of heavy outer 
apparel. Until urethane foam 
came on the market, the inherent 
stretch and tendency to sag of 
knitted fabric barred it from 
these garment applications. Not 
only does urethane foam elimi- 
nate the stretch and sag factors 
in knitted fabrics but it also 
acts as a first-rate insulator 
without any appreciable increase 
in fabric weight. 

Knitted materials for the most 
part are bonded to slabs of 
urethane foam ranging in thick- 
nesses from 1/16 of an inch to 
3/32’s of an inch. 

Lamination of the urethane 
foam to knitted fabric is done 
by a process combining head and 
pressure. The first step in the 
operation is to pass the foam 
slab over an open flame. This 
causes the surface exposed to the 
flame to melt and become tacky. 
While in this state, the urethane 
foam is pressed onto the knitted 
fabric between two pressure roll- 
ers and thus becomes perma- 
nently welded to the fabric. 

No adhesives, cements or glues 
are used in the process of bond- 
ing the urethan foam to the 
knitted material. The advantage 
of creating the bond in this way 
is that the laminated material is 
thus made stable to dry cleaning. 
In the past, knitted fabrics 
bonded to other back-coatings 
via adhesives, cements or glues 
proved to be unstable in either 
dry cleaning or laundering or 
both. It is interesting to note, 
however, that one laminator 
claims to have come up with 
a technique which utilizes an 
adhesive. Advantage of this 
method, aside from lower cost, 
is that it would permit lamina- 
tion of the knitted fabric even

after it has been treated with a 
silicone finish. 

Yardgoods knitters selling la- 
minated urethane foam_ knits 
send the fabric to the laminators 
in roll form after calendering or 
steaming. The fabric may be 
either slit or unslit. Following 
lamination the bonded material 
is then edge-cut and the goods 
are shipped back to the yard- 
goods knitter or trans-shipped to 
cutters. 

The manufacturing flow for 
laminated knitted fabrics is 
shown in Table 6. 

Knitted fabrics backed with 
urethane foam at first presented 
some problems in sewing, par- 
ticularly erratic feeding and 
sticking, but this problem has 
been largely overcome. Urethane 
foam has, of course, eased the 
problem of edge curl in cutting 
jersey knitted cloth. 

There are, however, other 
headaches which plague both 
knitters and laminators. First, 
is the waste and shrinkage prob- 
lem; another is see-through. The 
shrinkage difficulty can be 
avoided if goods are properly 
knitted and then relaxed-calen- 


dered in advance. See-through 
need not be a problem if the 
right types of fabrics are used. 


High-Pile Fabrics 

[he final major sub-division of 
the circular knit outerwear yard- 
goods field is high-pile fabrics. 
These fabrics are used as trim, 
shell and lining materials in 
women’s simulated fur coats and 
men’s car and sport coats. In 
addition, high- pile materials 
form the basis of throw rugs in 
the household field and covers 
for paint-rollers in the industrial 
area. 

Circular-knit high-pile fabrics 
can be produced in two basic 
ways: (1) the sliver method 
of feeding fiber to needles and 
locking these in place via a jer- 
sey stitch or (2) by the cut-loop 
method; that is, first knitting a 
high loop anchored by a ground 
yarn and then cutting the loop. 

The sliver method of high-pile 
fabric manufacture may be either 
on the latch needle or spring 
needle principle. The first is the 
preferred method. Machines for 
the manufacture of high-pile

The FBW-6 
s generally a 23-inch diameter 
machine, 10 needles per inch 
and equipped with four knitting 
feeds for the backing yarn and 
our carding attachments for 
eeding sliver. The machine also 


H-L-J, has a 63-inch wide 
needlebed and is equipped with 
high and low butts on both the 
needle and jacks. The jacks in- 
crease the unit’s pattern range 
enormously, making possible the 
production of 

e Horizontal and vertical pat- 
terns 

e Dual design on collars 

The latter is made possible by 

knitting of low butt needles and 
jacks only; for one design the 
needles are employed, for the 
second the jacks. Control over 
the jacks is exercised by an 
extra set of carriage cams. 
_ The machine is made entirely 
in Spain and all parts are preci- 
sion made and hardened to the 
maximum degree. This harden- 
ing, it is claimed, will decrease 
the possibility of the parts wear- 
ing out. The base of the machine 
strong and sturdy, which 
completely eliminates machine 
vibration. 

Production is estimated at 
over 19 rounds a minute while 
changing colors ‘and stitches. 
This high rate of operating speed 
's made possible by patented 
fall away” flappers.

The Tompkins’ ma- 
chine comes in a junior and 
senior size — the former with 
cylinders ranging in diameter 
from 12 to 28 inches; the latter 
with 24-38 inch cylinders. The 
Tompkins machine also has four 
knitting feeds and an equal 
number of sliver attachments. 
In cut-loop high-pile machines, 
there are four models — two 
American and two foreign units. 
The U. S. machines are Su- 
preme’s Model HP and Scott & 
Williams’ LLP. Both are 30-inch 
diameter machines. Both create

shock. This results in a reduc- 
tion of machine vibration to the 
extent that a quarter or half- 
dollar can be placed on end 
without toppling over while the 
machine is running at full speed 
and making all changes. 

The carriage assembly is 
equipped with extra stationary 
cams as a means of assuring 
even stitches, regardless of the 
speed of the machine. The nee- 
dies are positively controlled at 
all times. Machine changes are 
controlled through a pasteboard 
card mechanism operating in 
conjunction with a counting 
wheel. All changes can be made 
from either side of the machine. 

The Model H-L-J is equipped 
with standard stop motions and 
other fault-detecting devices. 
When a stop motion or detector 
is actuated, the machine stops 
automatically, and a signal lamp 
on the control board indicates 
the cause of the stoppage. 

The carriage has a stitch in- 
dicator which simplifies the set- 
ting of stitches and insures an 
even stitch in both directions. 
The front bed racks one or two 
needles at a time. 

The machine is equipped with 
a two-speed motor which can be 
changed automatically or manu- 
ally. It also has four stitch 
changers. 


the loop on the lay-in principle 
similar to the manufacture of 
terry cloth. The two foreign units 
are Lebocey’s Model TOPP and 
Bentley's Model 4/RY. On both 
these machines the loops are cut 
immediately after the cloth 1s 
knitted; on the Supreme and 
Scott & Williams machines the 
loops are cut only after the cloth 
has been doffed. 

Principal fibers used in high- 
pile fabrics are the synthetics, 
largely the acrylics, though other 
classes of synthetic fibers are also 
adaptable to this material. Some 
fabrics are produced with acrylic 
face and cotton back; others with 
acrylic fiber on both sides of the 


Yarn carriers and stoppers 
are fitted with speciai spring 
controls so that they can be 
lifted off at any position of the 
bar rather than -having to be 
pushed down to the end and 
then taken off. Other features of 
the machine include: 

e The needle bars are set 
high so that access to the ma- 
chine is made easy. 

e The stop motion board is 
split into two séstions on either 
side of the machine so that work 
on the back of the machine can 
be done as.easily as on the front. 

e The tension on the take-up 
is controlled by a spring and dial 
indicator and not weights. 

e Slide bars are placed across 
the length of the machine to 
facilitate starting and stopping. 

e Cams not in action are 
lifted out of contact with the 
needlebed.

High-pile fabrics being turned 
out today are a far cry from the 
original materials which came on 
the market. The new fabrics are 
more varied, luxurious looking 
and more faithful imitations of 
animal furs. 

Knitting appears to be the 
least important operation in the 
manufacture of high-pile fabric; 
more significant are the various 
finishing operations which are 
shown in Table 7. The napping 
operation under the cut-loop 
method is a loop opening step. 
Electrifying is done in virtually 
the same way that real furs are 
treated.

This button-detailed, side 
notched, cowl collar also appears 
on a fur blend dress with self-tie 
belt. 

Jantzen predicts the new im- 
portance of the ladies’ V-neck 
slipon and shows one with rag- 
lan sleeves in two-ply fur blend. 
Old favorites repeated for 1961 
are a pullover with a self-tic 
scarf at the neckline and a 
Bermuda-collared overblouse 
with a self tie at the waist. 

Also in the fur blend category 
are baby llama sweaters. Two 
styles are offered in this cash- 
mere-like fiber, both of which 
incorporate the newly important 
V-neck. The cardigan has a 
cable detail around the neck 
and down the front and the 
pullover is also detailed with a 
cable around the crossover V- 
neck. 

Interesting necklines are 
highlighted also in the 7-cut 
angora grouping. Here the 
Jackie neckline appears above 
a turnover collar on a full- 
fashioned, white pullover and on 
a full-fashioned, slightly blouson 
dress with a tie waist. Also in 
angora is a buttoned up cowl 
collar on a full-fashioned raglan 
sleeve cardigan in one of 
Jantzen’s many hot colors: 
kumquat orange. 

A combination of three 
stitches create an interesting sur- 
face texture on a cape-collared 
cardigan. Here, the collar is rib- 
bed, the front is cabled and the 
remainder is flat. Also in an- 
gora is a black tie collared 
slipon and a full-fashioned jewel 
neck sweater designed in gradu- 
ating stripes of two shades of a 
color. 

The mohair group combines 
interesting colors, designs and 
textures and includes a three- 
color jacquard boatneck pull- 
over and a middy type sweater 
knitted in a mohair loop. On 


Jantzen’s capsule, here patterned in 
an abstract print, is worn with a 
solid hooded tunic to match one of 
the two colors of the jump suit. Not 
seen because of the tunic is the 
capsule’s camisole-like top. 
the middy, a navy blue under- 
tone shows through the white 
loop for a shaded, two-tone 
effect. A dropped shoulder ap- 
pears on two mohairs: a two- 
tone brushed pullover with a 
boatneck and three-quarter 
sleeves and on a short cardigan 
with small collar and three- 
quarter sleeves. 

Also of mohair is a turtleneck 
pullover knitted in a lacy stitch, 
a Jackie neck ribbed cardigan 
detailed with cables along the 
bottom and a bulky pullover 
with two-tone notched collar. A 
mohair dress has a huge bulky 
cowl collar. 

Ever popular Shetlands are 
interpreted in new effects in- 
cluding prints, tweeds and 
leather trims. A_ multi - color 
linear print appears on a jewel 
neck pullover and a cardigan 
with an eased jewel neck. 
Leather panels trim the front 
of a V-neck long line pullover 
with tie waist. Tweedy Shet- 
lands include pullovers and 
Brooks type cardigan classics 
identified by the outside gros- 
grain ribbon. 


Jantzen highlights a group of 
coarse slub tweed textures, pre- 
dicting its popularity for the 
college crowd. A layered look 
is created in a heavily textured 
orange and gold hooded slipon 
with contrast piping in flat knit. 
When knitted in colors that 
contrast more, the same tweed 
appears even more textured. 
The sweater is a V-neck pull- 
over. Another tweed combining 
white with a color is used for 
a one-button, mock placket 
pullover with a Jackie neck, 
piped, along with the cuffs, in 
solid. 

An Irish homespun look is 
given to a tweed slipon with V- 
neck and collar further detailed 
with a pom-pom, and a cardigan 
with a ribbed jewel neck. One 
cup and saucer neckline ap- 
pears. The neck is knitted in 
solid color coarse rib and the 
rest is in a two-color tweed. 

Also aimed primarily at the 
high school and college crowd 


are bulkies and shaker knits. 
Worn over stretch pants in 
either solid or colorful jac- 


quards, these sweaters are very 
much the 1961 look. One cable 
trimmed, bulky zip front cardi- 
gan is knitted in a giant purl 
stitch; another bulky textured 


cardigan has novelty self but- 
tons. Hand crocheted diamond

The dress in this bulky cate- 
sory is a white, full-fashioned 
sheath knitted in giant cables. 

In this collection, jacquards 
appear as the allover design or 
as a point of interest within a 
solid background. A wing-col- 
lard zip cardigan features a 
colorful jacquard within a solid 
area and a wing-collared pull- 
over has the same jacquard in 
an allover design. A_ novelty 
jacquard is knitted in a zig-zag 
stitch. It is a V-neck pullover 
with cropped three-quarter 
sleeves and lower edge which 
is further marked by hand 
fringing. 

A flower patterned dimen- 
sional jacquard with texture one 
can feel appears on a cardigan 
sweater as well as a jacketed 
dress. It will be offered in three 
color combinations, two of 
which are brown - beige and 
blue-green. 


Janessa, Jantzen’s own name 
for a yarn composed of a blend 
of 70 percent worsted-spun wool 
and 30 percent Acrilan acrylic 
fiber, is employed in many 
Italian-type flat knits in both 
single and double knit construc- 
tions. One outfit consists of a 
turtleneck pullover, closely fit- 
ting slacks and a cardigan with 
a narrow neckline tie. 

Another coordinated Janessa 
outfit consists of jacquard tapers 
and a cowl collared pullover 
detailed with a fringe. There is 
also a cowl-collared, scarf-tied 
slipon with a single wide stripe 
in a blending color on both the 
tie and sweater body. 

Wide, gay, multi-color, ver- 
tical stripes design front and 
back of a “kookie” cowl-col- 
lared double knit pullover. Also 
of double knit construction is a 
wing-collared short cardigan. 

Small feminine details appear 
on a single knit Janessa in the 
form of a tiny collar and fine 
fancy detail down each side of 
the cardigan front. 

Unusual details highlight a 
short-sleeved Janessa pullover. 
These are a small wing collar, 
under which is a self tie and 


tiny stripes around the area of 
the jewel neck. 

Knitted of a tweedy textured 
fleecy pile is a sleeveless tunic 
pullover worn over stretch 
tapers and a double knit turtle- 
neck pullover. An elegant Jan- 
essa outfit consists of a jewel 
neck cardigan bound in satin 
and worn with either a matching 
skirt or tapers for at home 
entertaining. 

Dresses in the Jantzen collec- 
tion, in addition to those already 
described, include a two-piece 
textured tweed that has an eased 
neck, tie, overblouse and a 
sleeveless sheath that comes in 
many colors. The latter has a 
detachable, cowl-collared dickey 
that can match or contrast with 
the dress color. 

The Jackie neck appears on 
two double pique numbers: one 
detailed by piping and buttons 
and the other with a tie sash 
and two-button placket. 

Jacquard patterning designs a 
two-piece double knit dress the 
top of which has a boatneck, 
dropped shoulders and _ solid 
edging along the lower edge 
which is detailed further by a 
single scallop at the side seams. 


A basic sleeveless sheath be- 
comes a costume when teamed 
with its own Chanel-type jacket. 

Novelty numbers by Jantzen 
include capsules made of stretch 
Helanca. A capsule has a swim 
suit type camisole top and long 
clinging slacks with foot strap 
for security in fit. These come 
in solids and a two-color ab- 
stract print. Worn over the 
capsule is a Helanca hooded 
pullover tie tunic with side slits. 

Holiday knits consist of ele- 
gant sweaters with Lurex 
touches or allover effects. Glit- 
tery multi-color flowers appear 
on a black jacket with cropped 
sleeves and bottom. A single 
sparkling snowflake designs the 
front of a boatneck pullover. 
On a tunic top, threaded with 


glitter, sunburst designs are 
placed within blocked off 
squares. 


Perhaps the most elegant tops 
are a glittery solid gold long- 
sleeved pullover with a Jackie 
neck and a turtleneck sleeveless, 
both of which are worn over 
black stretch pants. Elegance 
here is as much due to the 
classic and simple lines as it is 
to the metallic effect.

Talbott Goes High Couture With Givenchy Knit Designs 


BY commissioning Givenchy to design a collection of knitted 
dresses, jacket ensembles and coats, Talbott, Inc. took the step that 
laced them in the high fashion category. By no means neglecting 
their sweater and skirt business (Talbott’s full-fashioned sweater 
business was started with coutourier Givenchy), Talbott has merely 


expanded the operation. 

Based on fall styles being fea- 
tured in his Paris boutique, 
Givenchy’s collection is entirely 
of 100 percent double knit 
wool. Using acrylic fibers, Tal- 
bott has duplicated many styles 
within the coutourier group to 
offer also a more moderately 
priced collection. 

These synthetics are Taralan, 
Talbott’s name for Orlon, and 
Tarapaca, also the trade mark 
of a 100 percent acrylic that has 
the hand of wool. Taralan is 
being used for the first time in 
intarsia as well as other classic 
full-fasnioned sweaters. Revert- 
ing to natural fibers is Talana, a 
blend of wool and fur. 

Two pale neutrals, seashell 
and bamboo, are the featured 
colors while a creamy ivory sub- 
stitutes for hospital white. Coffee 
bean and wild plum are the 
highlighted dark shades, but a 
medium green, cold blue, 
coral and bright sharp red also 
find their way into the collec- 
tion. Black is used extensively 
for the Givenchy numbers al- 
though other colors also appear 
here. 

Scimitar Seaming 

Givenchy’s scimitar or moon 
seaming details many dresses 
and jackets to create unusual 
curved bias sleeve mountings. 
Welt stitching outlines yokes 
and draws the eye to the shoul- 
der line. Leather, a recent Con- 
tmental favorite for trims, cov- 
ers buttons and is often fashioned 
into a tied bowknot to close a 
jacket. Softly tied belts in fabric 
are prominent also. Other popu- 
lar trims include thick wooly 
fringing on sweaters and coats, 
satin and erosgrain rimming that 
ends in a ribbon cocarde. 

Silhouette news is in eased 
middy tops—back or front but- 
toned — the jacketed sleeveless 
dress and 1 one-piece dress with 
a two-piece look. The sleeveless 
Casy cropped top, often with 
little slit sockets, is also a fash- 
lon favorite. Eased necklines 
appear. times buttoned or 
banded 


A Givenchy bulky sweater, 
worn over stretch pants, high- 
lights the sportswear collection. 
it is a wild plum and white 
textured pullover with a large, 
thickly tringed cowl neck. 
Knitted in the same construc- 
tion and in the identical colors 
is a Givenchy coat with fringing 
along a tuxedo front and large 
collar. 

Other bulky sweaters include 
a red Taralan pullover with gray 
float stitch interest on the cowl 
collar and a double-breasted pea 
jacket knitted in half cardigan 
stitch. Accenting this jacket are 
rust colored patches that match 
suede-like tapered pants. There 
is also a black, beige and emerald 
harlequin pullover knitted of 
Taralan. It has a pointed scallop 
bottom and looks especially well 
with silk stretch pants. 

Taralan intarsias include a 
white ivory, V-neck pullover 
patterned with gray catkins and 
a red, full-fashioned cardigan 
with quill design. There is also a 
white ivory Talana cardigan with 
coffee bean butterfly intarsia. 

Slim skirted suits by Givenchy 
have a collared pullover jacket 
with a waist plunging button tab 


Intarsia designs are a highlight of Talbott’s latest collection of knits. Here, three appear on different versions of 
the V-placket, wing-collared sweater. Left, a quill design on a Taralan novelty cardigan; center, catkins on a 
Taralan pullover and right, butterflies on a Talana cardi‘an. Taralan is Talbott’s name for Orlon as used in their 
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front and a cropped fitted jacket 
with grosgrain tie closing. there 
is also a coffee bean cashmere 
suit, fringed at the sleeves and 
hemline. 

A two-piece ensemble in gray 
heather has a wrap front jacket 
that ties with a crossover belt. 
eiso in gray heather is a jack- 
eted dress ensemble the cardi- 
gan jacket of which has gold 
buttons and an unusual back 
belt. This is worn over a sleeve- 
less belted dress. 

Two colors combine to form 
the wavy stripe stitch construc- 
tion of a two-piece Givenchy 
outfit tied at the waist with 
leather. Givenchy’s trompe d’oeil 
one-piece dress has a two-piece 
look. Over a solid black “skirt” 
is a horizontally striped coffee 
bean and black sleeveless and 
scraved “top.” 

Narrow, diagonal stripes de- 
sign a two-piece dress that fea- 
tures the scimitar armhole. This 
construction not only creates an 
unusual seam line, it eliminates 
the use of bust darts and gives 
ease without bulk. The skirt of 
this dress has front fullness. The 
only three-piece Givenchy en- 
semble is colored in bone and 
coffee bean. Included are a long, 
casual cardigan, a silk lined, 
jewel neck, sleeveless blouse 
knit in a lacy stitch and a sheath 
skirt. 

Givenchy adaptations include 


full-fashioned sweaters and Talana is a wool and fur blend. 


a two-piece suit in midnight gray 
tweed with an elongated jacket 
sashed at the waist with a fringed 
leather tie, a jewel neck dress 
with three-quarter, raglan sleeves 
and an interesting flat crossover 
tie in back. A_ short-sleeved 
dress, belted in leather with a 
front and back yoke detail and 
au blue enamel jewel neck, cap 
sleeved sheath with new scimitar 
armhole and sleeve are other 
Givenchy adaptations. 

Givenchy touches are incor- 
porated into many of Talbott’s 
regular numbers. For example, 
scimitar seaming is used on a 
jewel neck sheath knitted in 
Tarapaca, and detailed by a 
button trim and tie belt. Another 
Givenchy inspired sheath, also 
in Tarapaca, is highlighted by a 
grosgrain belt, that is shaped to 
look like an outspread flower, 
and matching button on a stand- 
away collar. Another Talbott 
Tarapaca is a two-piece sheath 
dress. The long line overblouse 
has three-quarter sleeves, self tie 
belt and is narrowly fringed at 
the jewel neck and cuffs. A 
three-piece Tarapaca ensemble 
has a black skirt and coffee bean 
cropped jacket and blouse 
trimmed in black. 

Two weights combine in an- 
other Tarapaca ensemble. Of 
double knit construction are the 
knifepleated skirt and semi-

‘Antron And Orlon/Wool Introduced

The new Dr. Cary Middlecoff 
coat sweater has long raglan 
sleeves and is decorated with an 
embossed stripe in contrasting 
color extending along the top of 
the shoulder and down the out- 
side of the sleeve emphasizing a 
line of jacquard designs worked 
in two shades. There are two 
inset pockets and the V-neck 
and six-button trim are set on a 
vest-like border, made by sewing 
a one inch panel under the open- 
ing and allowing it to edge out 
about one-eighth of an inch. One 
color combination, expected to 
be especially popuiar, consists of 
a copen blue body with a powder 
blue embossed stripe down the 
shoulder and sleeve following 
the jacquard designs in powder 
blue and black. 

Antron Prominent 

Martin Weiner, production 
manager, said that Antron sweat- 
ers and sweater-shirts in classic 
styles will be prominent in the 
fall line. The firm noted a very 


good reception to this fiber in 
early spring bookings. Many of 
the new styles employ zippers. 
Mr. Weiner also said that more 
strength is expected for cardigan 
types and Revere is using six 
and seven buttons for these. The 
new line includes lots of inter- 
lock and the company is work- 
ing on applications of double 
jersey knits. For basic sweaters, 
Orlon, zephyr, lamb’s wool, 
Shetlands and a cashmere blend 
are scheduled for production. 

Knit shirts for the new season 
will have much longer lines and 
will consist of both knit and 
cut-and-sewn styles. Lots of 
novelty and high-styling have 
been incorporated in the 80-20 
Orlon and wool and 100 per- 
cent Orlon sweater-shirts. Joel 
L. Gordon, Revere vice-presi- 
dent, said that he anticipates a 
very interesting year as to for- 
eign competition and counts on 
novel styles to counteract offer- 
ings from abroad. 

Cotton has practically been 
eliminated for the coming sea- 
son but Revere has a cotton 
bowling shirt with an elasticized 
action gusset in the back which 
is expected to be very popular 


when the season for this pastime 
returns in the fall. A cotton 
shirt is also included in the Dr. 
Cary Middlecoff set but the fiber 
has not been used for any of the 
company’s long sleeve selections. 
Colorwise, Dave Green, sales 
manager, said gold was about 
done and that a new shade of 
green would replace the olive of 
the past few seasons. He fore- 
sees a big season ahead for all 
shades of blue and more popu- 
larity for white. He also said 
that clean, clear colors will be 
emphasized and such high shades 
as orange and kelly green have 
been used for accent. Use of 
multi-color mixes has been lim- 
ited and heathers are pretty 
much confined to light oxford, 
tan heather and charcoal grey 
which continue to be in favor. 
Basic, over-all tones for fall 
are charcoal gray, blaze red. 
stone blue, tan heather and white. 
Predominating tones for coat 
sweaters are taupe (expected to 
have a fine season ), light oxford, 
brown, light blue, guardsman 
red and light green. 
Revere’s new sweater lines 
lay stress on basic styling and

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Knitwear Abroad 


LONDON, England—More than one hundred firms took part 
in the sixth annual British Nylon Fair held early in February at the 
Royal Albert Hall, and a large percentage of the companies who 
exhibited are connected with the knitted outerwear industry. This 
fair, the only one of its kind in the world and the largest exhibition 


ever devoted to any one fiber, is 
sponsored by British Nylon 
Spinners Ltd. 

Highlight of the show was the 
first public introduction of the 
new nylon yarn procuced by 
British Nylon Spinners. This is 
called Bri-Nylon-61, and is de- 
scribed as a nylon yarn with a 
clover-leaf or tri-lobal cross- 
section. Its use gives a fabric a 
silky handle and graceful drape. 

The exhibition also demon- 
strated the wide use now being 
made by British knitters of 
bulked and stabilized bulk yarns. 
Over the past eighteen months 
these yarns have been adopted 
more and more by knitters. By 
far the greatest part of these 
modified continuous filament 
yarns is nylon, still the synthetic 
yarn most used by the British 
knitting industry despite growing 
competition from the acrylics. 

A new modified yarn, devel- 
oped by Mutual (Filaments 
Div. he

But this 
machinery has been altered and 
certain components have been 
added to permit the production 
of Amatalon. The process which 
took one year to develop, has 
been patented. 

Printed Courtolon (false-twist 
nylon) sweaters were shown by 
Courtaulds Ltd. This company,

Courtolon outfits shown in- 
cluded swimwear, beachwear, 
lounging clothes and sportswear. 
Printed Coutolon sweaters also 
formed part of this display. 

According to a spokesman of 
the company, the clean, white 
appearance of Courtolon fabrics 
takes a printed design very well, 
giving a precise, crisp pattern in 
brilliant colors. Printed sweaters 
are quite popular in Britain at 
the moment. The idea seemed 
to originate in France, and was 
first seen here on Orlon sweat- 
ers. Now nylon sweater manu- 
facturers are taking it up. 

One of the most well-known 
European knitting companies, 
Frymann & Fletcher Ltd., of 
Nottingham, a company special- 
izing in warp-knitted fabrics, 
exhibited some shimmer fabrics 
using sparkle nylon yarn. They 
were shown in two weights. 
Fryma Shimmer, originally de- 
signed for lingerie and later 
adopted for featherweight party 
frocks, was shown in many 
colors, including yellow, mint- 
green, cinnamon and turquoise. 

Pearly Queen, the second 
Fryma fabric, is a dress weight 
produced in colors like tan, dark 
brown and charcoal, as well as 
pastels and white. 

This company also showed 
some novelty warp-knitted

nylon fabrics with intriguing 
new constructions. Called Fryma 
Ratlines, one of these fabrics has 
been designed for the blouse 
trade and has a_ rope-rigging 
surface pattern. Another fabric 
in this range, Fryma Sastrugi, 
also has a_ three-dimensional 
effect, this time a_ straightfor- 
ward ripple. This fabric is of- 
fered for suits and coats in ad- 
dition to dresses. Fryma Virginia 
is a novelty construction in a 
shell pattern with a matt surface 
resembling hand crocheting that 
seems likely to come back into 
fashion for dresses and blouses. 

An interesting application for 
Ban-Lon was shown by Brockle- 
hurst-Whiston Amalgamated 
Ltd., a Macclesfield yarn pro- 
cessing organization. This was 
a double jersey fabric, 66 inches 
wide, marketed under the name 
Lana-Lon. Basically it has a fiber 
content of 70 percent Ban-Lon 
and 30 percent worsted. Well- 
known fashion manufacturers 
have bought this fabric for in- 
corporation into light weight 
coats, dresses, suits and slacks. 
The fabric is said to combine 
the easy-care performance of 
nylon with the natural beauty of 
wool. 

The company also showed ex- 
amples of yarn produced on the 
Ban-Lon Core-Crimper. This, 
one of the latest technical ad- 
vances in the Ban-Lon process,

The advantage 
over conventional methods of 
dyeing is not only in production 
but also in obtaining a quality 
of levelness of shade and bulk 
hitherto difficult to achieve. 
Textured by Tatton is the 
brand name given to yarns 
which have been bulked or 
otherwise modified by William 
Tatton & Co., Ltd., Leek. On 
this company’s stand at the 
Nylon Fair there was an interest- 
ing dress in a fabric knitted in 
a double pique structure from a 
Tatton yarn. Styled with low-cut 
back and intriguing shoulder 
drape, the dress showed to ad- 
vantage the uniform texture and 
eveness of shade which can be 
obtained from modified nylon 
yarns. Other garments also 
shown on this display included 
chunky cardigans by Arden 
Knitwear, in which yarn specifi- 
cation, count, gauge and knitted 
structure were finely calculated 
to give firm, crisp fabrics with 
a pleasing appearance. These 
garments were trimmed with 
leather buttons, reflecting the 
present vogue in Britain for 


leather and simulated leather 
fashion wear. 

G. H. Heath & Co. Ltd., an- 
other Macclesfield company, in- 
troduced Heatherdine, described 
as being a nylon yarn with the 
appearance and handle of wool. 
Heatherdine is already being 
used by selected manufacturers 
for soft, filmy bed jackets and 
across a range of fabrics to 
bulky knit sweaters. Heather- 
dine garments are light in 
weight, but extremely hardwear- 
ing. They are warm, will not pill 
or fuzz and have excellent shape 
retention. The yarn has excep- 
tional color clarity. It is fully 
stabilized, and supplied in dyed 
form or undyed, in 800 and 
1200 denier and multiples. 

An odd feature of the exhibi- 
tion was the prominence given 
to knitting yarns. Sales of B.N.S. 
hand-knitting yarns has risen 
from 1.6 percent of the total 
market in 1957 to 10 percent 
in 1960, and it is said that one 
out of every two women in 
Britain knits at some time, even 
if only 16 percent of these can 
be described as heavy knitters 
using over 80 ounces annually. 
Of all B.N.S. knitting yarn sold 
to this market, 82 percent is

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by the drag of general business 
conditions. We are just begin- 
ning to feel a resumption of ac- 
tivity — particularly in wool 
yarns.” 

Mr. Korzenik also noted side 
effects of the recession among 
industry members: a tendency 
among mills to slant towards 
production of more classic, 
standard styling, and a jump in 
the number of collection claims 
handled for members by the as- 
sociation in January and Feb- 
ruary of this year. 

“It is altogether likely that 
we are in the upward phase in 
this industry’s two-year cycle,” 
he said. “We are going to find 
the closing months of this year 
and the early part of next year 
an unusually strong period. 
There may even be a snortage 
of goods in our industry if the 
whole economy moves up.” 

Visual Systems Urged 

The use of visual systems to 
speed flow of work through 
plants was advocated by Mr. 
Podbereski in his talk, “Keying 
the Customer Order Require- 
ments to Production Facilities.” 
He illustrated his remarks with 
slides of charts and visual sys- 
tems developed in a knitting 
mill which he cited as examples 
of effective production planning 
and control. 

According to Mr. Podbereski, 
the knitwear industry has been 
marked in recent years by a 
“tremendous explesion of di- 
versity.” 

“Knitting mills are faced with 
an increasing number of yarns 
and machines,” he said. “To 
cope with this diversity, we must 
develop better planning techni- 
ques and more synchronization 
of departmental functions in our 
plants.” 

Production planning, he add- 
ed, is too often relegated to em- 
ployes without proper back- 
ground or aptitude for this vital 
task. Responsibility for all paper 
work in production planning 
should be centralized under one 
person; output is hampered 
when too many people are in- 
volved. 

He disparaged reliance on 
memory in production control. 
“There is too much dependence 
on memory in diversified opera- 
tions. Management must work 
up charts and commit produc- 
tion data to paper in order to 
visualize output requirements. It 
is too late on Saturday to take 
inventory of what happened all 


week long.” 

“Elaborate reports of produ 
tion are not needed,” he added 
“The simpler the reports, fh} 
better.” 

Simplification of productigg 
planning with visual systems jp 
chart the flow of work help pip. 
point and eliminate bottlenecks, 
he said. 

“We do not keep our eye op 
everything. We only watch the 
exceptions.”
